Summary of Office Action 

Claims 1-12 are pending in the above- identified 
patent application. The Examiner has rejected claims 1-12 
under 35 U.S. C. § 103* as being obvious from Heile U.S. 



The Examiner characterizes the rejection as an 
anticipation rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). Indeed, 
except for paragraphing, and the reference to Young on the 
second line, the initial portion of 15 of the Office Action 
(up to the gap on page 4) is identical to the anticipation 
rejection under Section 102(e) in 1|5 of the January 19, 2001 
final Office Action in the parent application (of which this 
application is a Continued Prosecution Application) .
